Deals Pointedly In the Alabama ( Iaini .

and Canada, riKheric -

After congratulating the country in
peace and prosperity, the President regret-
ted that a tree exercise of tho elective f'ran-chi- o

has. by violence and intimidation,
.been denied lo citizens in several places
lately in rebellion, and the verdict of the
people thereby reversed.

In referring to the European war, he
speaks of the satisfactory manner in which
the protection of the American Minister at
Pari? was extended tit the German subject
In France.

In referring u the proclamation of the
Republic in France, he says that should
the present struggle result in attaching
the heart of the French to simpler forms
of a Republican Govornment.itwill be the
subject of still further satisfaction to tho
American people, w ho oould not be indif-
ferent to the spread of American political
ideas in a great and highly civilized coun-
try like France. Ho says thnt. If an oppor
tunity ior interposing witn me goou otu-ce- s

of the United States in restoring iieaeo
shall present itself, that action will be
heartily taken.

CUBA.
As i o Cuba, he Bays the condition oi the

insur ectiou has not materially changed.
He : 'lews his recommendation to annex:
San Domingo, and says so soon as it Is
kno. n that the project Is abandoned by
tho i.'nlted (States, negotiations will bo
opened by ome of tho European Powers
for the possession oftho Bay of Samana.

for their settlement by tho United States ;

that the (iovernment shall havo owner-
ship of the private claims as as the
responsible control of all the demands
ngalie-- t Groat Britain.

rilK riSHUUIES'.
In regard to the Canadian fisheries the

President complains that tho course of the
Canadian authorities has not been marked
by friendly feeling, and intimates that if
they should attempt to enforce a certain
act of tho Dominion Parliament, it will
be his fluty to take such steps as may bo
necessary to protect the interest of United
Plates citizens.

He asks that power be conierred upon
him to suspend the operation of laws auth-
orizing the transit of merchandise in and
bound through the United States to Canada,
aud also to suspend all operations of any
law whereby the vessels of Dominieo are
permitted to enter tho waters of the United
State-- . He also complains of the preten-
sions of ( 'anada to control the navigation
of the St. Lawrence, and argues on tho im-
portance and right of tho United States to
navigate that river without let or hin-
drance.

In regard to the depressed condition of

the foreign commerce of tho United States,
lie recommends a liberal policy toward the
Pacific mail lino between California, China
and Japan. Ho also recommend- -' that
measures may be taken to permit American
merchant" to purchase vessels built abroad,
as well a- - to encourage American

In regard to the currency, the President
says the ; pproach of a specie basK is very
gratifying, but tho instability of the cur-
rency is very prejudicial to prosperity. He
thinks the time has arrived when, by wie
and prudent legislation, Congress should
look to a policy which would place the
currency at par with gold at no distant
day.

ItEVKNt i: KEFOKM.
In regard to the Revenue Reform, he

says if it means to keep tho revenue
down to what Is necessary lor the support
of the Government and the payment of
interest on the public- - debt, it has his
hearty support, but if it mcaus failure to
provide the necessary means to defray all.
expenses of the Government, he is oppo-e- d

to it. The Revenue Reform, ho say, has
not been defined by its advocates, rt
seeitif.d, however, to be accepted as some-
thing which was to supply every man's
wants without any cost or exertiou on his
part, i Laughter.)

ed on horseback, trapping. Everything
passed very well on thut day. Tho second
day wo commenced looking for game,
which was by no means scarce. Tho sun
had disappeared below tho horizon, when
wo thouglit It expedient to look out for
some good resting place. Wo rode lazily
through tho prairio till we arrived at a suit-
able place. Wo soon commenced opera-
tions.

T had taken our small tent-pole-s and
other utensils oil' our horses, while Hender-
son was busy cleaning a space for driving
thorn into mother earth. Our work went
on gaily, ho whistling " Yankee Doodle,"
and I singing it. Ho had driven the second
polo In the ground when he raised his
head, and was looking in a north-wester- ly

direction. I ventured to look in his face,
and, oh! 1 never can forgot that look!
He was st ill" as a reed, standing, with his
eyes like glass, scanning tho vast prairie.

" Come quick, one of you, on my horse,"
said I, as the Indian quickly leaped on his
back behind me. Henderson adopted tho
saino plan, and off we went again. Wo
were near a place of safely, an oasis in tho
prairie. The llro is now within a few hun-
dred yards of us; tho Indians are writhing
in pa'in ; they sav they can't endure tho
heat.

We were now afraid of being iveognlzcd
as being of a late party of three which
they had attempted to capture. We were
taken into a hut, and after tho squaws hud
spread some buffalo meat and oorir-cak- e.

with somo lire-wate- r, mo were motioned,
Willi somo live or six other red sl,in. to
partake of it. Wo did so with n pr(U
good appetite. Reds having been made
for us, we retired, giving oVUIors to (h,
squaws to wake us up early.

In the morning by four o'clock we took
somo breakfast with them, after which we
saddled our horses and wore just about
starting when tho old chief heard of us,
and sent word by an Indian that he Mould
like to seo us. We went into his tent, and
after smoking the pipe of peace with him.
lie gave us to understand that we would
always lie friends. After shaking hands
wo parted, to pursue our Journey home-
ward, where we arrived a few flays after-
ward, with plenty nf game, safe and sound.
